They also gave Annie 12 new 
sheets, G new blankets, and pillow 
slips and even inquired if she needed 
foal, or anything else that they might 
help supply. Annie found her good 
fortune hard to believe -- she now had 
the furniture she needed, but the fam¬ 
ily was eating on paper plates. Etta 
Caviness drove over to Annie’s with 
a whole set of dishes -- and there 
was another problem solved! 

Through the grapevine, Annie heard 
rumblings of an impending ‘surprise 
visit’ to her home, and was extremely 
pleased when 22 girls from her de¬ 
partment showed up at the ‘surprise’ 
shower with gifts of blankets, bed 
spreads, glasses, and many other things

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New Concept In 
Climate Control 
Patented by E.S. 

LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA . . . 
A technological improvement in cli¬ 
mate control systems that could have a 
major impact on the air-conditioning 
and heating industry was announced 
today in a statement issued here by 
Electronic Specialty Co.’s President, 
Frederic E. Crist. 

Developed by Space Conditioning, 
Inc., Electronic Specialty’s subsidiary 
in Harrisonburg, Virginia, the new 
heater-cooler core for climate control 
systems will heat and air-condition an 
entire building at the same time in 
different zones of the structure using 
a single piece of equipment. Conven¬ 
tional systems require both a chiller 
unit for cooling and a separate boiler 
for heating. Space Conditioning’s gas 
powered device can reduce operating 
and installation costs up to fifty per 
cent in most areas of the United States 
while using only half the floor space 
required with current systems, accord¬ 
ing to the statement. 

Using a unique heat transfer tech¬ 
nique developed by the company, the 
package will heat water up to 190 
degrees for heating, at the same time 
will chill water to 45 degrees for air- 
conditioning. No other climate control 
is realized in this piece of equipment 
which will keep temperatures through¬ 
out a building at a desired constant 
level under any changing outside weath¬ 
er conditions with a single unit, Crist 
said. In some cases, where extra 
system capacity is available, domes¬ 
tic hot water can also be supplied. 

In citing examples of the system’s 
uses, he explained many modern com¬ 
mercial and industrial buildings use 
glass exterior walls in their archi¬ 
tectural design. Heating is required 
in some sections and cooling in others 
simultaneously, due to the difference 
in temperatures between the center of 
a large room and those areas adja¬ 
cent to the windows. Heat generated 
by lights, workers, and office machines 
can make interior space as much as 
fifteen degrees warmer than those 
near the windows. Space Conditioning’s 
new climate control device will provide 
zone cooling and heating at the same 
time and with one unit. 

Developed after three years of en¬ 
gineering the climate control package 
operates without the usual compressor 
making it vibration free and nearly 
silent running. Hie Company has pa¬ 
tented the concept. 
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ES Licensed for 
Titanium Casting 
It \ Milro Process 

LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA . . . 
Electronic Specialty Co. of Los Angeles 
and Mitron Research and Development 
Corp. of Waltham, Massachusetts, 
jointly announced the signing of an 
option agreement on an exclusive li¬ 
cense for ES to produce titanium cast¬ 
ings by the Mitro process. 

Under the terms of the optionagree- 
ment the two companies will jointly 
prepare a proposal for the design, 
construction and operation of a titanium 
casting facility capable of producing 
one million pounds of titanium castings 
and forging preforms of intricate 
shapes, using the new process deve¬ 
loped by Mitron, William H. Burgess, 
Board Chairman of ES, explained. 

“Electronic Specialty Co.’s Pomona 
Division is unique in its capability to 
produce monolithic structural assem¬ 
blies and high integrity aluminum and 
magnesium castings. The proposed fa¬ 
cility would be constructed adjacent 
to the Pomona foundry and under the 
direction of ES Vice President E. A. 
Williams and the Pomona management 
team. Mitron would supply continuing 
technical assistance in titanium casting 
technique in addition to the patented 
Mitron process,” Burgess said. Titan¬ 
ium parts are important in the con¬ 
struction of supersonic aircraft, such 
as the SST. 

Burgess emphasized that project 
progress will be subject to customer 
acceptance of the joint proposal. 

Mitron president, Dr. Robert A. 
Rosenberg, said his company deve¬ 
loped and patented the unique molding 
process and thereafter further deve¬ 
lopments were made under contract to 
the U. S. Air Force’s Manufacturing 
Technology Division at Wright Field, 
completing research in June, 1966. 
“Since then we have sold titanium 
castings made from our process to 
Lockheed-Georgia and other large 
companies who report complete satis¬ 
faction with the new titanium produc¬ 
tion technique,” Rosenberg explained. 

Though neither executive would com¬ 
ment on the titanium casting process 
or the time required to begin manu¬ 
facturing parts, they did state that 
they believed the process would enable 
ES to produce aerospace quality cast¬ 
ings weighing from a few ounces to 400 
pounds, while meeting military and 
commercial aircraft tolerance speci¬ 
fications,

1 teaspoon soda 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
4-6 tart apples, raw, diced 
1 cup chopped nuts 

Mix eggs and sugar, add oil and mix 
well. Add flour, salt, soda and cinna¬ 
mon. Mix well, add apples and chopped 
nuts. 

Bake in loaf pan at 350 degrees for 
one hour.
